1. (currently amended) A fly fishing rod ^**d*t ^ompri$ing_a rod shaft frflvinp a tip 
gnH and a proximal end; a handgrip disposed aHa^weFproximate to the prpxutMcnd of said 
rod shaft, said rod shaft having a rear p ortion extending past said handgrip for allowing a reel 
to be removably mounted thereto, 4i*fc«*eed-rearwardly from said handgrip; 

a sleeve like adapter onpofi e d secured over said shaft-rgMJ^rtion, said adapter being formed 
with an engaging locking means , ihe sleeve like adapter having, an out er face with a diameter 
dl at a first end, proximate to the proximal end of the rod shaft: and 

a hollow cylindrical reel seat having an outer fac e adapted te -Feeei-ve^^eel , the reel seat 
defining a cavity therein, the Tee! being sccurable to the outer lace of the r eel seat over the 
cavitv. the cavity having a diameter 62 wider than the diameter dl allowing said feel 
see ladapter to^sttdftfek -slidably inserted s vt^aid^daste rinto said cavitv by first inserting 
the first end of said adapter, nnd form e d with an said reel- seat having an engageable member 
arranged m bo engaged e ngageable withb v said engaging locking means when sliding the 
reel seat over the adapter f or releasably connecting securin^s aid reel seat to said adapter ?od 
shaft with said r ee l o o at holding the reel a nd the i^eel seat being to-be removableed therefrom 
the adapter as a single unit with the reel by disengaging said engageable member from said 
engaging locking means, thereby allowing said reel and said reel seat to be mounted to and 
dismounted from sai d adapter secured over said rod shaft 

2. (currently amended) The fly fishing rod according to claim 1, wherein said 
engageable member comprises a stud extending fanned inwardl y into the cavitv of said 
cylindrical reel seat. 

3. (previously amended) The fly fishing rod according to claim 2, wherein said engaging 
locking means of said adapter is in the form of a groove shaped to receive said stud. 
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4. (currently amended) The fly fishing rod according to claim 3, wherein said groove 
has ft {.-shape \vith_ a longitudinal portion followed by a transversal portion, so that when 
sli dinglv encaging said reel seat over said sleeve like adapter said stud advances through said 
longitudinal portion until reaching said transversal portion when said reel seat is rotated to 
cause said stud to engage said transversal portion thereby locking said reel $eat to said 
adapter, secadflg ifag reel seat in a single predetermined position on the rod shaft. 

5. (original) The fly fishing rod according to claim 4, wherein said 
transversal portion is adapted to lock said stud therein by friction means. 

6. (currently amended) The fly fishing rod according to claim 1, which the reel seat 
comprises handle means extending oulwardlv from the outer face associated with said rocl 
seat-tefor getete-votatino t he latter for locking or unlocking the reel seat to said adapter and 
manipulote p opulating it when removed from the rod shaft.

10. (currently amended) A kit for mounting a reel to a fly fishing rod having a 
rod shaft, comprising: 

a sleeve-like adapter engageabl e s ecurable over the rod shaft and having an 
engaging locking mean s, the slcevc-like adapter having an outer face with a diameter dl at a 
first end; and 

a reel sea t defining a cavity, the cavitv having a diameter 62 wider than the 
diameter dL the sleeve-like adapter being slidabl e s lidablv insertable into the cavitv of the 
reel seat hv first inserting the first end of the adapter into the cavitv. e v er said adapter and t he 
reel seal h aving an engageable member adapt e d t o bo c ngaginge d with the engageable 
locking means when gliding the reel seat over m ounting th o r o o l scat to t he adapter, the Teel 
seat having an outer face, the outer face of the reel seat having reel fasteners for rernovably 
securing the reel thereto over the cavitv b otftfe ■ adapted to mount tho reel ther e t o thereby 
allowing the veol to li e e ngag e d - to and removed from the rod shaft by re s pectively engaging

12. (currently amended) A kit according to claim wherein the engageable member 
comprises a stud fefmed- extendin^i nwardly into the cavitv of the cylindrical -reel seat 

13. (currently amended) A kit according to claim 12, wherein the engaging 
locking means of said adapter ^ comprises a groove shaped to receive said stud. 

14. (currently amended) A kit according to claim 13, wherein said groove ts_L: 
shape and h as a longitudinal portion followed by a transversal portion, so that when sliding 
said reel seat over said sleeve like adapter said stud advances through said longitudinal 
portion until reaching said transversal portion when said reel seat is rotated to cause said stud 
to engage said transversal portion thereby locking said reel seat to said adapter, securing the 
reel seat in a sin&lc prede termined position on the rod shaft. 

15. (previously presented) A kit according to claim 14, wherein said transversal 
portion is adapted to lock said stud therein by friction means. 

16. (currently amended) A kit according to claim 4-H0. which comprises handle 
means as iiooiQlod with e xtending outwardly from said reel seat to rotate for rotating the latter 
for locking or unlocking the reel seat to said adapter and manipulat e m anipulating it when 
removed from the rod shaft. 

17. (previously presented) A kit according to claim 16, wherein said handle means 
is wing shaped and laterally positioned relatively to said rod shaft when the reel seat is 
mounted thereto.

20. (currently amended) A fly fishing rod m o t uding comprising a rod shaft; a handgrip 
disposed at on inner end of on said rod shaft, said rod shaft having a front p ortion a nd a rear 
portion respectively extending frontwardly and, rgarwardlv p ast said handgri p, the rear 
poition- fer allowing a reel to be removably mounted thereto , durtanGod rcarwardly from said 
handgrip ; a sleeve like adapter secured over said sbaft-rear portion , the sleeve like adapter 
having an outer face with a first end having a diameter dl . said adapter being formed with an 
engaging locking means; and a hollow cylindrical reel sea t having an outer face adapied-to

21 . (new) The fly fishing rod according to claim 1 , wherein the reel is removably securable to 
the outer face of the reel seat. 

22. (new) The fly fishing rod according to claim 1, wherein the adapter entirely covers the 
rear portion and the proximal end of the rod shaft. 

23. (new) The fly fishing rod according to claim 20, wherein the reel is removably securable 
to the outer face of the reel seat over the cavity. 
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
